5 Americans accused 
of espionage in France

PARIS — France has accused five 
Americans, including the CIA station 
chief, of economic and political spy- 
ing and asked them to leave the coun- 
try, a rare move that put the allies on 
a diplomatic collision course 
Wednesday. 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Mike McCurry said “‘it 
remains to be seen” whether the 
Americans would leave. He suggested 
disclosure of the affair was linked to 
France’s presidential campaign, in 
which a wiretapping scandal has 
embarrassed Premier Edouard 
Balladur, the front-runner. 

France is seeking the “very rapid” 
departure of the five, four of them 
diplomats. 

A fifth was a non-diplomat who 
reportedly worked under cover. 

Two other U.S. Embassy employees 
implicated in espionage had been sent 
home earlier, officials said. 

The U.S. Embassy refused to com- 
ment. But in a demonstration of the 
sensitive nature of the affair, 
Ambassador Pamela Harriman held 
an unusual half-hour meeting 
Wednesday with Balladur. 

Harriman was informed of the mat- 
ter Jan. 26 and was summoned two 
weeks later by the Interior Ministry 
when the embassy failed to take 
action, the daily newspaper Le Monde 
said. 

The U.S. Embassy has been notified 
“numerous times over numerous 
weeks” that the Americans “were 
engaged in activities incompatible 
with the status under which they 
reside in France,” said a joint state- 
ment by the Foreign and Interior min- 
istries. 

The clandestine efforts went beyond 
the usual domain of industrial spying, 


“Often Centered on the defense and ~ 


aerospace industries, to target the 
audiovisual and telecommunications 
industries, Le Monde said. The 


Americans made their way into the 
circles of Cabinet members and paid 
officials to obtain information, 
according to the paper, which quoted 
extensively from Interior Minister and 
counter-intelligence documents. 

The episode threatened to sour rela- 
tions between the French and 
Americans, who could invoke the 
practice of reciprocity to expel 
France’s top agent in the United 
States — an unprecedented move 
among allies. 

Industrial espionage is not uncom- 
mon but is usually wrapped in discre- 
tion when uncovered, according 
J.A.C. Lewis, a Paris-based specialist 
who writes for intelligence publica- 
tions. 

“The line in the sand is money,” 
Lewis said. “It is not considered to be 
quite the gentleman’s game to corrupt 
people and pay money. You dig (the 
information) out yourself.” 

Balladur publicly played down the 
affair. 

“This kind of thing happens regular- 
ly on one side of the Atlantic or the 
other,” he said, insisting the French 
and American peoples and govern- 
ments remain friends. 

The ministries’ statement stressed 
that the departure of the Americans 
was a “recommendation ... that in no 
way constitutes an expulsion order.” 
It said the affairs had not been meant 
to become public. 

White House chief of staff Leon 
Panetta declined to comment on the 
spy allegations. 

“We are in discussions with’ the 
French,” he said. “I think our relation- 
ships still are sound.” 

The alleged spies were identified 
during a “long and detailed investiga- 
tion” dating to 1992, according’ to Le 
Monde. 

Le Monde said the Americans paid 
ranking civil servants and, in one 
case, a technician with state-run 
France Telecom to glean information 
on France’s contentious audiovisual 
policy during world trade talks.

The bid committee wants to bring 60 mem-' 
bers to Salt Lake City, of which less than half 
are scheduled to come. 

IOC members include royalty and the 
world’s top sports, government and business 
leaders.

According to a news report, bid committee 
officials are reluctant to say much more about 
visits, fearing that Salt Lake City will lose its 
competitive edge over the other three cities:

More Americans know Lance Ito is 
the judge in the O.J. Simpson trial 
than that Newt Gingrich is the new 
speaker of the House, according to a 
Times Mirror survey.

The Times Mirror survey reveals 
that the three top news stories people 
have been following are the earth- 
quake in Japan, recent violence at 
abortion clinics and the O.J. Simpson 
trial.

“T try and read the newspaper every- 
day to keep informed,” said Jason 
Hiatt, a junior from Modesto, Calif., 
majoring in biology.

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New governing plan for N. Ireland unveiled 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland — Two years in the making, a new approach to 
governing Northern Ireland was unveiled Wednesday by Britain and Ireland as 
a framework for peace talks. Indignant pro-British unionists rejected it as “the 
IRA, way.” 

In contrast to their Protestant rivals, nationalist Roman Catholic politicians 
wére cheered by the 42-page document made public by the British and Irish 
prime*ministers, standing side-by-side at a conference center in Belfast. 

John Major of Britain and John Bruton of Ireland stressed that Northern 
Iréland’s parties could amend or reject their suggestions in coming negotia- 
tions.” 

“This is not a take-it-or-leave-it offer. But this is our considered judgment on 
the best way forward,” Major said in an interview. 

The proposals include an elected Parliament in Northern Ireland with safe- 
guards for the Catholic minority, changes in British law and the Irish constitu- 
tion-t6 guarantee Northern Ireland’s right to choose its destiny and new bodies 
to promote cooperation within the divided island.

SALT LAKE CITY — President Gordon B. Hinckley, second counselor in 
the First Presidency of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, has been 
honored by the Utah chapter of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews. 

More than 1,000 people gathered at the Marriott Hotel Tuesday night to pay 
tribute to President Hinckley who received accolades from Governor Mike 
Leavitt, Senator Orrin Hatch and Representative Enid Waldholtz. 

Leavitt recalled a President Hinckley visit to the tiny Wayne County town of 
Loa. 

“President Hinckley looked around that small church and said, “Loa - it means 
lové one another,’ and those words so aptly represent his life and mission,” the 
governor said. 

President Hinckley praised the mission of the conference, which is dedicated 
to frghting bigotry and racism in America. 


Quiake research funds may soon be slashed 


LOS ANGELES — The GOP has proposed abolishing the U.S. Geological 
Survey, thereby ending the nation’s only federally approved quake prediction 
expetment before a $20 million investment has a chance to show results. 

Supporters of the proposal, which turned up in a list of possible spending cuts 
with the GOP’s “Contract With America,” say getting rid of the agency would 
savé $3.3 billion over five years. 

Bftsagency defenders say the proposal could decimate California’s network 
of seismological stations, eliminate research into active faults and volcanoes, 
and return quake notification methods to pony express days. The agency also 
performs water monitoring and detailed geologic mapping. 

That information is “needed to make bridges, buildings, overpasses and rail- 
roads safe during these events,” said Walter Mooney, chief of the USGS seis- 
mology branch for California, Alaska and Hawaii. 


Ogden depot is likely candidate for closure 


OGDEN — Defense Depot Ogden could appear next week on the list of mili- 
tary bases recommended for closure, a local booster says. 

Mike Pavich, president of the local support group Hill-DDO °95, said the 
depot is in danger because its parent agency, the Defense Logistics Agency, has 
excess warehousing capacity. 

The depot employs 1,840 people, including 539 at Hill Air Force Base and 
212 at Tooele Army Depot. It is unclear what would happen to the Hill and 
Tovele contingents if DDO were to close. 

Pavich said he was optimistic about the future of Hill - also a closure list can- 
didaté - but was worried about DDO. 

“As of this morning, I would say Hill looks pretty good, but Defense Depot 
Ogden is really questionable,” Pavich told the board of directors of the local 
chamber of commerce.” 

Some northern Utah businessmen feel the regional economy would not be 
hurt much by a depot closure because its rail-served warehouses could be con- 
verted to civilian use. 

Pavich said that part of the Defense Logistic Agency’s strategy for cutting 
excess warehouse capacity is to consolidate on the East and West coasts.

Also, if buds bloom early and then 
freeze, there is little nectar for the 
bees to gather, Jones said. 

“It is too early to tell what effects 
the warm weather this year will have 
on the industry,” he said. 

Joel Gentillon, a state agriculture 
Statistician, said despite the good year 
in 1994, some factors that may con- 
tribute to a decline in the honey 
industry in 1995 are strong Chinese 
competition, government cuts in the 
state honey support program and bee- 
killing mites in some colonies. 

“The bee industry is relatively small 

in cash receipts compared to Utah’s 
total agricultural income, but the bees 
definitely affect other parts of Utah’s 
agriculture through pollination,” 
Gentillon said. 
’“Utah is on the low end of produc- 
tion of honey producing states,” Jones 
said, “but Utah leads the pack as far 
as honey consumption goes.” 

Jones attributes Utah’s position on 
the low end of U.S. production to 
smaller amounts of vegetation from 
which bees can gather nectar. 

Jones said the most productive 
honey producing areas in Utah are 
Cache Valley, Millard County and the 
Uintah Basin.

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Girl Scout cookie sales 
Should be on-campus 


Despite a strict policy banning door-to-door salesmen, BYU needs to make one 
exception per year. By not allowing the Girl Scouts to sell their cookies in on-cam- 
pus housing, BYU administrators are sending a mixed message to the community. 

Understandably, BYU would be hesitant to alter its policy for one group of sales- 
men for fear that others would demand the same exemption. However, BYU offi- 
cials must realize that the Girl Scouts are not the average door-to-door solicitors. 
Besides, dorm residents would be more willing to open their doors for the Girl 


Scouts than for the Fuller Brush salesman. 


In addition, both the Girl Scouts and BYU students stand for similar things. In 
March, Girl Scouts statewide will encourage men, women and children to “‘be their 
very best” as part of a nationwide campaign. Another program called “Project 
Impact” will bring math and science to more than 2,500 girls in Utah. In conjunc- 


tion with “Project Impact,” 


cookie money will fund “Program Pathways,’ defined 
as the “corporate community’s chance to provide mentors for girls,” 
Giles, Utah Girl Scout Council President.

BYU already has programs in place to serve young people. Students visit elemen- 
tary schools across the valley to teach and mentor young students. It is therefore 
imprudent to pass on an opportunity like buying cookies presents. Cookie sales 
provide 60 percent of the scouts’ annual budget. BYU should strengthen its position 
in the community by allowing the Girl Scouts to hock their wares and not weaken 


it by denying them. 


Besides, a gold mine exists for the little maidens on BYU’s campus. In one build- 
ing at Deseret Towers, for example, a Girl Scout stands to make $420 if each of the 
168 apartments bought just one box of cookies at $2.50 each. There are seven 
buildings in Deseret Towers alone. In the men’s dorms, Girl Scouts could probably 


average more than one box per apartment. 


At $2.50 per box, the cookies not only give the Girl Scouts a boost, but they also 
give students a good deal. A comparable box of cookies cost much more at a local 
grocer. At a bargain like this, students will probably find some way to get their 
hands on Girl Scouts cookies even if the young vendors don’t sell on campus. 
BYU could easily defend its position by claiming that allowing one group to sell 
on campus would mean it would have to allow them all. It is sad that a charitable 
organization with similar values and a trusted reputation would be denied access to 


BYU’s campus.

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Expanded religion courses needed 


Four years ago, I discovered the world of 
non-Mormon religious scholarship and decid- 
ed to dedicate my life to theology. Learning 
that BYU does not offer a theology degree, I 
was indignant — until Stephen Robinson 
brought me back to reality by reminding me 
that LDS theologians are not in high demand 
either within or without the Church. A theolo- 
gy degree from BYU would, therefore, be vir- 
tually useless; besides, theology is not our 
Religion Department’s mission. 

That makes sense, and my infatuation with 
theology seems silly now. Still, I wouldn’t 
mind seeing BYU religion courses take on 
aspects of the non-Mormon religious scholar- 
ship I encountered. I was disappointed to find 
Institute courses were my 
only option for filling certain 
religion hours; I had hoped to 
find options to meet a greater 
variety of needs and interests. 
For example, when filling my 
Book of Mormon religion hours, I would have 
enjoyed being able to select from a course cat- 
alogue like the one I’ve imagined below: 

Rel..12]-122. Introduction to the Book of 

Mormon. This is the traditional Institute 
course, ideal for students seeking a general 
orientation to the Book of Mormon and its 
doctrines as currently understood. A cover-to- 
cover reading of the Book of Mormon, supple- 
mented by commentary from General 
Authorities, will focus on the book’s value as 
a tool to promote Christian living and enhance 
personal spirituality. 
(Note: An accelerate version of this course 
— Rel. 421-422, Teachings of the Gospel — 
is provided for returned missionaries and any- 
one else seeking a more intensive discussion 
than the 100-level course offers). 

Rel. 123 Book of Mormon as Literature. In 
this course we will consider the Book of 
Mormon as a text artfully constructed to 
develop certain themes and expound certain 
world views. We will examine the literary 
techniques used by Book of Mormon writers 
to translate experience into text, including 
ancient Hebrew and Egyptian conventions 
apparent in the book. 

Rel. 124 Coming Forth of the Book of 
Mormon. This course will review both what is 
known and what has been speculated regard- 
ing Joseph Smith’s unique translation process; 
the production history of the Book of Mormon 
from Joseph’s receipt of the plates to the 
book’s first printing and subsequent revisions; 
and problems involved in translating the Book

of Mormon into languages other than English. 

Rel. 125 Approaches to the Book of Mormon. 
This course provides an overview of various 
perceptions — both Mormon and non- 
Mormon, both liberal and conservative — of 
the Book of Mormon’s origin and signifi- 
cance. Open class discussion will focus on the 
questions: How has the Book of Mormon been 
received in the Church and the world at large? 
What does it mean to say that we believe the 
Book of Mormon is the word of God? 

Rel 126. Reading the Book of Mormon. 
Recent literary criticism has raised fundamen- 
tal questions regarding the reading and mis- 
reading of texts. We will explore these ques- 
tions and their possible relationship to our 
reading of the Book of 
Mormon. Text for this course 
will include essays of critical 
theorists, Book of Mormon 
commentary, and simplified 
re-readings like Mormon’s 
Book. 

Rel 127. Philosophy and the Book of 
Mormon. What is reality? What is knowl- 
edge? Is there a God? What is God’s nature? 
Is there free will? In this course we will com- 
pare the answers philosophers and theologians 
have proposed for these questions to the 
answers provided by the Book of Mormon. 

Rel 128. Sociopolitics and the Book of 
Mormon. Since its publication, a variety of 
social, political and economic lessons have 
been drawn from the Book of Mormon. After 
viewing these varied interpretations, we will 
compare the Book of Mormon’s apparent 
sociopolitical lessons to sociopolitical thought 
anciently, in Joseph Smith’s time, and today. 

I see two advantages to a course catalogue 
like the one I’ve imagined. First, not all stu- 
dents need an introductory Book of Mormon 
(or Doctrine and Covenants or New 
Testament) course; many are ready to make 
the scriptures meaningful in other ways, 
including relating the scriptures to their secu- 
lar studies. Second, courses like these would 
allow religion professors to use their scholarly 
expertise more fully than the Institute courses 
alone require or even permit; we have gifted 
scholars in the Religion Department whose 
talents are disused. Again, the Religion 
Department is right to ignore calls for a theol- 
ogy program. But an expanded course cata- 
logue could make religion hours — and reli- 
gion itself — more meaningful for both stu- 
dents and faculty. It would have done so for 
me.

who are women have been hired.” This state- 
ment could be misinterpreted, with the conclu- 
sion that working women are role models — 
that it is good to encourage women to have 
careers. The prophets teach otherwise. The 
First Presidency has said: “Motherhood is near 
to divinity. It is the highest, holiest service to 
be assumed by mankind.” (Howard W. 
Hunter, “Being a Righteous Husband and 
Father,” Ensign, Nov. 1994, 49). 

In his October 1993 General Conference 
talk, Elder Packer quotes the First Presidency: 

“This divine service of motherhood can be 
rendered only by mothers. It may not be 
passed to others. Nurses cannot do it; public 
nurseries cannot do it; hired help cannot do 
it...the mother who entrusts her child to the 
care of others, that she may do non-motherly 
work, whether for gold, for fame, or for civic 
service, should remember that ‘a child left to 
himself bringeth his mother to shame.’ (Prov. 
295) 

That message...is needed more, not less, 
today than when it was given. And no voice 
from any organization of the Church on any 
level of administration equals that of the First 
Presidency. 

I recognize that the women being hired may 
not be mothers, or that all their children may 
be grown. I am simply suggesting that we be 
careful in our encouragement of women to 
seek careers (I am not however, discouraging 
education and learning). The prophets teach as 
the rule that mothers should not work outside 
the home. These are exceptions to the rule, but 
exceptions should not become the rule. 

Brigham Young University should be 
encouraging women to prepare to be well- 
qualified, full-time mothers. Of all universi- 
ties, ours shouldn’t be the one promoting 
something that is against the Lord’s program.

James L. Graham, chief executive 
and deputy chairman of Border 
Television, will deliver a speech enti- 
tled “Twelve Starts on a Blue Ground:

“James Graham has lectured widely 
on broadcasting and broadcast activi- 
ties,” said Bruce Christensen, dean of 
the College of Fine Arts and 
Communications.

Mongolians 
Struggle with 
new freedom

Communist ideology replaced 
all expression of religion, eco- 
nomics and politics in Mongolia, 
said R. Gonchigdorj, the first 
vice president elected in 
Mongolia’s recent democracy. 

Gonchigdorj spoke Wednesday 
at an International Forum spon- 
sored by the David M. Kennedy 
Center for International Studies. 
His lecture focused on the cur- 
rent political situation in 
Mongolia. 

Gonchigdorj is a member of the 
Mongolian parliament and he 
serves on the Human Rights 
Committee. Gonchigdorj said 
Mongolia has had big challenges 
throughout the century, including 
the acceptance of religious 
expression among other democ- 
ratic processes. 

“The freedom of religion has 
been the biggest human rights 
problem we’ve had since 
Mongolia has been made into a 
democracy,” Gonchigdorj said. 
“Today in Mongolia we have a 
market economy, independent 
judiciary, private and state prop- 
erties and freedom.” 

Despite these advances, 
Gonchigdorj says the Mongolian 
people don’t know how to think 
freely. Mongolians need to be 
educated on democracy, he said. 

In June 1992 the Mongolians 
had their second democratic elec- 
tion. 

Of the 50 parliamentary seats, 
only six to seven democrats were 
elected, Gonchigdorj said. The 
rest of the seats were filled by 
Communists. 

“With a new democratic society 
there was an economic change,” 
Gonchigdorj said. “Now the 
farmers understand that the 

. Communists were wrong to 
blame the struggling economy on 
democracy. Today 35 percent of 
the people support Communists. 
The rest favor democratic par- 
ties.” 

Gonchigdorj said economic 
change will take time and will 
not be quick. He said the 
Communist mentality is still 
strong but will not change 
democracy in Mongolia.

Seegmiller worked with a strain of 
mice who had chondrodysplasia, or 
cho, a minor but always fatal type of 
dwarfism. Cho caused the mice to 
suffer from several abnormalities such 
as cleft palate, tracheal and lower jaw 
abnormalities, short legs and severe 
respiratory defects. Because of the 
lack of adequate bone formation, par- 
ticularly in the rib cage, the animals 
died at birth because of respiratory 


“In normal development, cartilage 
cells line up in columns, leading to 
the formation of regular bone tissue,” 
Seegmiller said. “In the mutant mice, 
however, the cartilage cells are highly 
disorganized and the bones develop 


poorly.” 


The research also relates to human

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovinan 
— U.N. trucks loaded with food 
crossed the bureaucratic obstacles of 
Bosnia’s war zone Wednesday to 
reach thousands of hungry civilians in 
the northwest, which has been with- 
out regular supplies since May. 

Aid workers said the 99-ton ship- 
ment would run out before it reached 
many of the neediest of the area’s 
180,000 people. 

“These are very hungry people, and 
though they are not dying of hunger at 
the moment, they will fall ill very 
soon,” said Karen Abuzayd, the U.N. 
High Commissioner for Refugees’ 
chief of mission for Bosnia. 

“The people, including our staff, are 
eating cornmeal mixed with water. 
That’s all they eat,” she said from 
Zagreb, Croatia. 

The food from Wednesday’s convoy 
will be distributed to hospitals and 
public kitchens in the Bihac region, 
Abuzayd said. There is not enough 
food to give to individuals. 

“The doctors at the Bihac hospital 
are asking us to provide more food so 
that the patients can be fed at least

Whe recent warm weather and lack 
new snow misleads many people 
tO believing the avalanche danger 
lis decreased. However, police warn 
at the warm temperatures actually 


jlalanche. 

The National Ski Patrol reports that 
‘ly 19 percent of people who are 
mpletely buried by avalanches sur- 
ive. Most of these deaths are caused 
uk suffocation, the news release said. 
Police say that the easiest way to 
oid avalanche danger is to stay 
vay from all potential danger areas. 
a4xperts give several suggestions on 
w to avoid danger. 

Before going into the mountains, 
u should consult local authorities, 
ich as ski patrol and state forest 
id park departments, to determine 


rrease the chances of a wet-snow — 


avalanche conditions. When in the 
mountains you should avoid open, 
steep slopes and chutes and valleys. 
And if snow cracks under your step, 
it may be an indication of high 
avalanche danger. 

If you are caught in an avalanche, 
experts have a few suggestions that 
may increase your chances of sur- 
vival. 

First, use a backstroke swimming 
action, trying to remain on the sur- 
face of the avalanche. 

Then keep your mouth shut to keep 
snow out of your lungs. 

Finally, as the avalanche stops, 
make breathing room for your face; 
this will decrease the chances of suf- 
focation. 

If you see another person buried by 
an avalanche, mark the place you 
last saw the victim and begin scuff- 
ing and probing the surface of the 
snow for the victim. 

If you are the only survivor, don’t 
go for help unless it is a short dis- 
tance away; the victim only has a 50 
percent chance of survival after 30 
minutes. If more than one person has 
survived, one should go for help 
while the others remain to search.

But with the limited 
number of convoys coming into the 
pocket, we simply cannot meet this 
request at present,” said UNHCR 
spokeswoman Alemka Lisinski. 

“We need regular convoys, five days 
a week, to meet the needs of the peo- 
ple there.” 

It seemed unlikely that Wednesday’s 
success in cracking the stranglehold 
by Serb and rebel Muslim forces was 
anything more than a brief reprieve in 
the longstanding practice of using 
food supplies as a weapon. 

The 10 trucks had been on the road 
for several days, first seeking entry 
through territory controlled by 
Croatian Serbs and then through land 
held by rebel Muslim leader Fikret 
Abdic. It was delayed by local offi- 
cials who refused to honor documents 
granting access to the convoy. 

“Tt is actually quite pathetic that it 
takes three days to cover the distance” 
of about 45 miles, said Kris Janowski, 
a UNHCR spokesman in Sarajevo. 

A similar U.N. convoy held up in 
Abdic’s stronghold of Velika Kladusa 
and a smaller Red Cross convoy were 
also en route to the area, and U.N. 
officials hoped they would get per-
